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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN MAY 


An average of six major factors indicating the trend of economic condi- 
tions rose to an historical maximum in May. The advance was mainly due to 
the increase in the deposit liabilities of the chartered banks. Each of the four 
main classes of deposits recorded a gain at the beginning of the month, resulting 
in a new high position of $4,506 million against $4,368 million. Common stock 
and high grade bond prices were at a slightly higher level than in April. Specu- 
lative trading after the smoothing adjustment recorded a recession. The change 
in wholesale prices was of slight proportions. The index of the physical volume 
of business showed an appreciable decline in the month under review. The 
index was at a maximum in the last month of 1943. Two consecutive declines 
in April and May resulted in significantly lower levels. 

Commercial failures were at a lower level in the first quarter than in the 
same period of any other year since the statistics were first collected. A down- 
ward trend was in evidence from the early twenties and the number of assign- 
ments at 76 in the first quarter dropped to a new low point. The drop in the 
period under review constituted the fifth consecutive decline. The estimate 
of 76 compares with 114 in the same period of last year and 227 in the first 
quarter of 1942. 

Wheat marketings in the Prairie Provinces amounted to 237 million bushels 
between August 1 and June 8, compared with 214 million bushels in the same 
period one year ago. Stocks were reduced from 397 million bushels on June 
10, 1943, to 276 million on the same date this year. 

Newsprint production by Canadian mills during May was on a slightly 
increased scale as compared with the preceding month, the output ratio rising 
to 68-3 from 66-4. Production was 262,000 tons compared with 236,000 
during April and 254,000 in the same month of 1943. The overseas shipments 
recorded an increase of nearly 15,000 tons. Apparent total consumption of 
newsprint by United States publishers, recorded a decline of 20-5 p.c. from the 
same month of last year and also a drop of 12-4 p.c. from the pre-war standing 
of May, 1939. ‘The aggregate consumption in the first five months of the year 
was 1,303,264 tons, representing a decline of 16 per cent from the same period 
of last year. Stocks in the United States amounted during May to 468,000 
tons. The standing in the same month of last year was 508,000 tons. Out- 
ward shipment to overseas ports from Canadian mills was 164,000 tons during 
the first five months of the year, nearly double the total for the same period of 
1943. Exports of wood pulp, planks and boards and shingles recorded consid- 
erable gain in May over the preceding month. Timber scaled in British 
Columbia was 284-7 million feet in April against 235 million in the preceding 
month. 

The majority of the factors indicating the trend of mineral production, 
recorded decline in the latest month for which statistics are available. Gold 
receipts at the Mint were 234,498 fine ounces against 263,092 in the preceding 
month. The production of gold in April amounted to 244,804 fine ounces com- 
pared with 266,644 in the preceding month. The output during the first four 
months of the year was 1,026,000 fine ounces compared with 1,333,000 in the 
same period of last year. 

The factors indicating the trend of manufacturing production were uneven 
in May. Recession was shown in the flour milling industry in the last month 
for which statistics are available. Increase was recorded in the release of

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tobacco, cigarettes having made an advance from 682 million to 889 million. 
The release of cigars was 17-8 million against 15-6 million in the preceding 
month, but the increase was less than normal for the season. The general 
index for the release of tobacco rose from 142 to 155. The meat packing indus- 
try was more active, the index advancing from 208 to 213. The slaughtering 
of hogs was 856,000 against 793,000 in the preceding month. The gain in the 
output of the dairy industry was less than normal for the season. The increase 
in the output of creamery butter was from 19-9 million pounds to 33-9 million. 


The raw cotton used by the textile industry increased from 13-5 million 
pounds to 14-7 million, the index rising about 10 points to 142-8. Employment 
in the iron and steel industry showed considerable recession in the latest month, 
for which statistics are available. 

The gain in the new business obtained by the construction industry was 
considerably less than normal for the season. Contracts awarded in the first 
five months of the year amounted to $115-4 million compared with $81-6 
million in the same period of last year, an increase of $33-8 million or 41-3 per 
cent. The new business was largely centred in the Western Provinces where 
the gain over April was about $10 million. 

The dollar volume of retail trade during April increased 6 per cent over 
the same month of 1943 and recorded a gain of 7 per cent over March. The 
sales in the first four months of this year averaged 6 per cent greater than in 
the similar period of 1943. Department store sales gained 4 per cent in April 
over the same month of last year and one per cent over March. While the 
supply of various lines of seasonal merchandise, particularly sporting goods, has 
been practically liquidated, retail sales in general, continue to show substantial 
increases. The dollar volume of sales of wholesale outlets increased 5 per cent 
in April over the same month of 1943. Sales for the first four months averaged 
10 per cent greater than for the same period of last year. The automotive 
equipment trade came first in the point of view of increased activity, recording 
a gain of 27 per cent over April, 1943. 

The record of the Dominion’s exports, exclusive of gold and re-exports, in 
the first five months of this year, reflecting as it does the greatly changed 
fortunes of war of the United Nations provides an impressive picture of the 
extent to which Canada has been able to extend the overseas shipments to many 
countries with which trade was either non-existent or of small proportions in 
the same period of last year. While the United States and the United Kingdom 
continue to be the best customers and the dollar volume gains with them remain 
by far the largest, nevertheless the importance of trade with many other coun- 
tries has increased greatly. Trade with French possessions is 372-4 per cent 
greater in the five months than it was a year ago. The increase in the trade 
with Russia amounted to 328-6 per cent. Exports to Italy in the first five 
months of the year were $69-5 million while no trade was transacted in the 
same period of 1943. The total domestic exports during the five months ended 
May, were $1,403 million against $1,029 million in the same period of last year. 
Travellers from other countries spent an estimated $89-5 million in 1943 against 
81-9 million dollars in 1942 and 111 million in 1941. The expenditures by 
Canadians outside of the Dominion last year amounted to $37-2 million against 
$27-7 million and $21 million in the same comparison. 

The railway revenue freight loadings were estimated at 9,364,000 tons in 
May, showing appreciable gains over April and over May of last year. Cars 
loaded were placed at 318,000 against 284,000 in April, 1944 and in May, 1943. 
Car loadings were 1,583,000 cars in the first twenty-three weeks ended June 
10 against 1,450,000 cars in the same period of last year. A gain of 133,000 
cars was due chiefly to advances in the movement of grain, livestock, “logs and 
other forest products”. A decline was shown in the traffic in coal. The gross 
receipts of the Canadian Pacific Railway Company were $139-5 million, repre- 
senting an increase of $17 million or 14 per cent over the same period of last year.

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Industrial employment showed curtailment at the beginning of April in 
conformity with the trend in 19 of the previous 23 years of the record. Reces- 
sion was shown in manufacturing, logging, construction and coal mining. Gains 
were indicated in the remaining industrial groups, the greatest expansion being 
in transportation and trade, with smaller additions in communication and ser- 
vices. For the first time since the early part of 1939 employment on the date 
under review was below its level of 12 months earlier. The weekly payrolls 
reported on April lst, by the firms furnishing statistics in eight leading industries 
amounted to $58-8 million compared with $59-0 million distributed on or about 
March Ist, the decrease amounting to about 0-5 per cent. The weekly average 
earnings of the typical individual in recorded employment, however, rose from 
the previous maximum of $32.27 on March Ist, to $32.33 at the date under review. 

Wholesale prices of industrial materials averaged slightly higher in May 
than in the preceding month while decline was recorded in Canadian farm pro- 
ducts. The cost of living at the first of May was 119-2 against 119-1. " The 
advance in the index of food prices was from 131-5 to 131-7. The index of the 
mining stock price averaged 79-7 in the four weeks of May against 79-3, the 
index for April. 

The index of twenty industrial stocks quoted on the Montreal stock 
exchange was 81-4 on June 17 compared with 79-4 on the same date of 1943. 
The index reached a new high point for the present year on the day in question. 
The index of twenty industrials quoted on the Toronto stock exchange was 122-12 
compared with 119-52 on the same date last year. The index of thirty indus- 
trials on the New York stock exchange was 147-3, recording a gain from 142-5 
during the week. The quoted market value of the stocks listed on the Toronto 
stock exchange as on May 31 was $4,818 million of which $3,240 million was the 
value of industrials and utilities. The total value in May, 1943 was given at 
$4,435 million. The value of listings on the Montreal exchange was $6,937 
million in April against $7,180 million in May last year. The index of 
dividend payments registered a further improvement in May by an advance to 
128-4 from the preceding month’s level of 128. The standing in the same 
month of 1943 was 122-7. 

Net sales of securities by Canada to other countries amounted to $6-6 million 
for April compared with $10-7 million in March. Sales of Canadian bonds to 
United States continue to be the largest single element in this inflow of capital. 
The issue of bonds sold during the first five months of the present year were 
$3,415 million against $3,274 million in the same period of last year. The sales 
of the Dominion Government were given as $3,338-5 million. Short term 
financing in 1944 was placed at $1,600 million slightly less than in the preceding 
year. Marked increases were shown in the cheques cashed during the first 
five months of the present year over the same period of 1943. The gain in the 
Dominion total was 17 per cent or $3,590 million. The greatest increase was 
shown in the Prairie provinces, the advance having been from $3,199 million 
to $4,566 million. The money supply at the end of April was placed at $5,399 
million compared with $4,722 million on the same date of the preceding year. 
The money supply consists of the deposit liabilities of the chartered banks and 
the notes and subsidiary coin in the hands of the public. 

The receipts of the Dominion Government from April Ist to May 3lst, 
were $447 million against $383 million in the same period of 1943. The ordinary 
expenditures rose from $84 million to $103 million in the same comparison. 
War expenditures were $373 million against $413 million in the same period last 
year. Payments per the United Nations Mutual Aid Act amounted to $68-9 
million, no expenditures having been made in this connection during the same 
period of 1943. The grand total expenditures consequently rose from $499 
million to $545-6 million.

Les six principaux facteurs tragant l’orientation de la situation économique 
touchent une moyenne historique en mai. L’avance est principalement attri- 
buable 4 l’augmentation des dépéts aux banques 4 charte. Chacune des quatre 
principales catégories de dépéts laisse voir un gain au début du mois, le total 
atteignant le nouveau sommet de $4,506,000,000 contre $4,368,000,000. Les 
actions ordinaires et les obligations de tout repos sont 4 un niveau un peu plus 
élevé qu’en avril.

Les arrivages de blé dans les Provinces des Prairies s’élévent 4 237,000,000 
de boisseaux du ler aofit au 8 juin, 4 rapprocher de 214,000,000 la méme période 
de l’an dernier. Les stocks diminuent de 397,000,000 de boisseaux le 10 juin 
1943 A 276,000,000 la méme date de cette année. Les expéditions de grain aux 
provinces de |’Est en vertu du programme fédéral d’aide au transport sont le 
fait saillant du commerce du grain pendant l’année courante. 

La production canadienne de papier 4 journal en mai augmente légérement 
comparativement au mois précédent, la proportion de la production passant 4 
68-3 p.c. du rendement potentiel contre 66-4 p.c. La production s’établit 
& 262,000 tonnes en mai, 4 rapprocher de 236,000 en avril et 254,000 le méme 
mois de 1943. Les expéditions outre-mer augmentent de prés de 15,000 tonnes. 
La consommation apparente globale de papier 4 journal par les éditeurs des 
Etats-Unis décline de 20-5 p.c. par rapport au méme mois de I|’an dernier et de 
12-4 p.c. au regard de mai 1939. La consommation au cours des cinq premiers 
mois de l’année se place 4 1,303,264 tonnes, diminution de 16 p.c. par rapport 
& la méme période de l’an dernier. Les stocks aux Etats-Unis s’établissent 
& 468,000 tonnes en mai cette année, 4 rapprocher de 508,000 le méme mois de 
an dernier. Les papeteries canadiennes font des expéditions de 164,000 
tonnes 4 des ports d’outre-mer les cing premiers mois de |’année, soit prés de 
deux fois plus qu’au cours de la méme période de 1943. Les exportations 
de pulpe de bois, de madriers et planches et de bardeaux augmentent con- 
sidérablement en mai comparativement au mois précédent. Le bois mesuré 
en Colombie Britannique se place & 284,700,000 pieds cubes en avril contre 
235,000,000 le mois précédent. 

La plupart des facteurs tragant l’orientation de la production minérale 
laissent voir des déclins le dernier mois dont les statistiques sont connues. Les 
arrivages d’or & la Monnaie se placent & 234,498 onces fines contre 263,092 
le mois précédent. La production d’or en avril s’établit 4 244,804 onces fines 
comparativement 4 266,644 le mois précédent; la production des quatre premiers 
mois de l’année atteint un total de 1,026,000 onces fines, & rapprocher de 
1,333,000 la méme période de 1’an dernier.

La valeur du commerce de détail en avril augmente de 6 p.c. comparative- 
ment au méme mois de 1943 et de 7 p.c. au regard de mars. Les ventes des 
quatre premiers mois de cette année sont en moyenne de 6 p.c. plus considérables 
que celles de la méme période de 1943. Les ventes des magasins 4 rayons aug- 
mentent de 4 p.c. en avril par rapport au méme mois de |’an dernier et de 1 p.c.

Les chargements ferroviaires de marchandises payantes sont estimés 4 
9,364,000 tonnes en mai et laissent voir des augmentations appréciables par 
rapport 4 avril cette année et 4 mai l’an dernier. Les chargements s’élévent 
& 318,000 wagons, au regard de 284,000 en avril 1944 et mai 1943. Les charge- 
ments au cours des vingt-trois premiéres semaines terminées le 10 juin s’établis- 
sent 4 1,583,000 wagons contre 1,450,000 la méme période de I’an dernier;

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L’emploiement industriel diminue au commencement d’avril, tout comme 
pendant 19 des années antérieures du relevé. Il y a régression dans les manu- 
factures, l’abatage du bois, la construction et les mines de charbon. L’emploie- 
ment augmente dans les autres groupes industriels; c’est dans les transports 
et le commerce que le nombre d’employés augmente le plus, tandis qu’il augmente 
un peu moins dans les communications et les services. Pour la premiére fois 
depuis la premiére partie de 1939, le nombre d’employés au début d’avril est 
inférieur & ce qu’il était douze mois auparavant. Les salaires et gages hebdo- 
madaires déboursés le ler avril, par les établissements fournissant des statistiques, 
dans les huit principales industries se chiffrent 4 $58,800,000, 4 rapprocher 
de $59,000,000 le ou vers le ler mars, diminution d’environ 0-5 p.c. Toutefois, 
les gains hebdomadaires moyens de |’employé type passent du maximum anté- 
rieur de $32-27 le ler mars & $32-33 le ler avril. 

Les prix de gros des matiéres premiéres industrielles atteignent en mai 
une moyenne un peu plus élevée que le mois précédent, tandis que ceux des 
produits de la ferme canadienne baissent. L’indice du cofit de la vie le ler 
mai s’établit 4 119-2 contre 119-1; l’indice des prix des aliments avance de 
131-5 & 131-7. L’indice des cours des titres miniers atteint une moyenne de 
79-7 les quatre semaines de mai contre 79-3 en avril. 

L’indice de vingt titres industriels cotés 4 la Bourse de Montréal se place 
& 81-4 le 17 juin comparativement 4 79-4 la méme date de 1943. L’indice 
atteint un nouveau sommet pour |’année courante le jour en question. L’indice 
de vingt titres industriels cotés 4 la Bourse de Toronto s’établit 4 122-12 contre 
119-52 la méme date de l’an dernier. L’indice de trente titres industriels 4 
la Bourse de New-York s’éléve 4 147-3 et accuse un gain par rapport 4 celui 
de 142-5 la semaine précédente. Les valeurs inscrites 4 la Bourse de Toronto 
ont une valeur de $4,818,000,000 le 31 mai, dont $3,240,000,000 représentent 
la valeur des titres industriels et d’utilités; en mai 1943 leur valeur totale était 
de $4,435,000,000. Les valeurs inscrites 4 la Bourse de Montréal ont une valeur 
de $6,937,000,000 en avril comparativement 4 $7,180,000,000 en mai I’an dernier. 
L’indice des paiements de dividendes laisse voir une nouvelle avance en mai, soit 
& 128-4 contre 128 le mois précédent; il se placait 4 122-7 le méme mois de 1943. 

Les ventes nettes de valeurs mobiliéres faites par le Canada aux autres 
pays se chiffrent 4 $6,600,000 en avril contre $10,700,000 en mars. Les ventes 
d’obligations canadiennes continuent d’étre l’élément particulier le plus important 
de cette rentrée de capitaux. Les émissions d’obligations vendues au cours 
des cinq premiers mois de l’année courante s’élévent 4 $3,415,000,000 contre 
$3,274,000,000 la méme période de |’an dernier. Les ventes du gouvernement 
fédéral se placent & $3,338,500.000. Le financement & court terme en 1944 
s’établit & $1,600,000,000, légére diminution au regard de |’année précédente. 
La somme des chéques encaissés pendant les cinq premiers mois de |’année 
courante laisse voir une augmentation marquée par rapport 4 la méme période 
de 1943, soit 17 p.c. ou $3,590,000,000 pour l’ensemble du pays; la plus forte 
augmentation se fait sentir dans les Provinces des Prairies, ot les débits passent 
de $3,199,000,000 & $4,566,000,000. Les fonds en circulation sont placés a 
$5,399,000,000 A la fin d’avril, comparativement 4 $4,722,000,000 la méme 
date de l’année précédente. Les fonds en circulation comprennent les dépéts aux 
banques & charte, les billets et la monnaie divisionnaire entre les mains du public. 

Les recettes du gouvernement fédéral du ler avril au 31 mai s’élévent a 
$447,000,000 contre $383,000,000 la méme période de 1943. Les dépenses 
ordinaires augmentent de $84,000,000 A $103,000,000 dans la méme comparaison. 
Les dépenses de guerre se chiffrent 4 $373,000,000 comparativement 4 $413,- 
000,000 la méme période de I’an dernier. Les dépenses en vertu de la loi d’aide 
mutuelle aux Nations Unies s’établissent 4 $68,900,000, aucunes dépenses de 
ce genre n’ayant été faites la méme période de 1943. Le grand total des dépenses

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Il. NATIONAL INCOME 
National Income of the United States 


Recent estimates of national income published in the United States by the 
Department of Commerce in the April ‘Survey of Current Business” are given 
in the accompanying Tables for comparison with Canadian totals. 

“The national income, composed of the earnings of the labor and capital 
employed in the productive process, reached”’ says the Survey ‘‘a new record 
total of 147-9 billion dollars in 1943. This aggregate exceeded the previous 
year’s total of 121-6 billion by 22 per cent and was more than double the national 
income in 1939. 

Four-fifths of the 26-4 billion increase between 1942 and 1943 may be 
traced to the three branches of the income stream most directly affected by the 
large volume of Government war spending: wages and salaries in manufactu- 
ring, Federal Government pay rolls (including pay of the armed forces), and 
net income of farm operators. This pattern of income expansion was similar 
to that in 1942, when these three components accounted for nearly three-fourths 
of the 25 billion rise in the total. The extent of their disproportionate increase 
is indicated by the fact that they constituted only one-third of the total national 
income in 1941. 

The quarterly estimates reveal that during 1943 the national income conti- 
nued the uninterrupted advance that began in the second quarter of 1938, the 
fourth quarter flow attaining an annual rate of 153-5 billions. However, the 
rate of, expansion of national income—like that of national product-slakened 
materially during the year, reflecting primarily a tapering off in the expansion 
of the three components that have dominated the flow of income since the 
initiation of the Nation’s rearmament program in 1940. The national income 
rose at successively sharper rates throughout the quarters of 1942, but in each 
of the first three quarters of 1943 the rate of gain declined. The 2-4 per cent 
rise from the third to the fourth quarter, though reflecting a very slight reversal 
of this trend, was only two-fifths the average quarterly rate of increase in 1942 
and substantially less than the corresponding average of 3-9 per cent for the 
first three quarters of 1943. 

Approximately 70 per cent of the total 1943 increase in private non-agri- 
cultural wages and salaries was, however, the direct result of the increase in 
average salary-wage within the various industrial components. It must be 
emphasized, of course, that the increase in average salary-wage in each industry 
is not solely the result of increased wage rates; rather, it is a composite result 
of changes in basic wage rates, hours of work, premium rates for overtime work, 
the occupational distribution of employment within each industry, including 
the results of upgrading, and other factors. It should be noted that, while 
wage rate increases granted in 1943 were moderate, those initiated in 1942 had 
their first full year of operation in 1943 and were a major influence behind the 
increase in total wage and salary payments in that year. 

Total wages and salaries increased 21-6 billion dollars in 1943, slightly 
more than the 19-7 billion increase recorded in 1942. The 1943 aggregate of 
102-0 billion was more.than double the peace-time level of 1940. Owing to 
the rapid expansion of the armed forces, government pay rolls accounted for 
8-5 billions, or 39 per cent, of the total increase in 1943. 

In the nongovernmental sphere, excluding agriculture, wages and salaries 
rose 12-8 billions, compared to an increase of 14-1 billions in 1942. Whereas 
in 1942 nearly one-third of the increase in pay rolls in this portion of the economy 
was ascribable to increased employment only an estimated 16 per cent of the 
1943 increase could be credited to this factor. Shifts in the composition of 
employment towards industries in which earnings are relatively high—chiefly 
the metals, machinery, and transportation equipment component of manufac- 
turing, and transportation—continued to exert a moderate upward influence 
on total pay rolls.
